ALBARY, N. Y., April 25.--The senat> cham- 

ber was more densely packed this evening 

than atany other time in the history of the 


legislature, in anticipation of a recaire.ce (of. 


briday’s scene. As sCom as prayer was con- 
cluded, the governor's secretary, Colone! Rice, 
who had been inthe chamber for some time 
previously, appeared in the open space before 
the desk with a vetoed bill, et the same time 
crawing from his pocket a blue envelope con- 
taining executive nominations. He proceeded 
in a distinct voice, to read the executive mes- 
sage. It formally withdrew the nominations 
of Mesers. Baker and Rogers and renomiuated 
Buckbee and Armstrong. There were no com- 
ments in the message—merely a formal state- 
ment. 

Mr. Rice was listened to with profound at- 
tion. It was the first time a private secretary 
had ever read, in person, a message to the sen- 
ute, that cuty being usually perfurmed by the 
clerk of the senate. 

As soon as be bad concluded and retired, Mr. 
Murphy, democrat, of New York, moved that 
the senate go into open executive session to 
consider the nominations. 

Mr. Pitts, republican, objected and stated 
tbat there was grave doubt whether the pri- 
vategrecretary’s announcement was legal. 

Lieutenant Governor Jones twice directed the 
clerk to read the nominations, but the latter 
made no reply. 

Mr. Pitts moved to table the message and 
the motion was carried —18 to 10—a party vote. 

One objection overruled Murphy’s motion 
end it fell. 

Reading of the journal followed. It con- 
tained no reference to the governor’s message 
of Fiiday. 


THE CASE AGAINST VINCENT. 


It is Postponed Until the July Term of 
Court. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala. April 25.—[Special.]— 
The case against Isaac H. Vincent, defaulting 
state treasurer, was called for trial in the city 
court this morning. Intense interest was 
manifested by the immense crowd present. 
Vincent came into court withthe sheriff and 
his counsel. He was quite pale but appeared 
perfectly caim and collected,and stood the curi- 
cus gazeofthe multitude with equanimity. 
When the witnesses for the state were called, 
Selicitor General Lamar announced that Dan- 
can Crawford and T. L. Jones, two important 
witnesses necessary for the prosecution, were 
not prerent, thoughsummoned. He wou'd ask 
a continuance of the case to Monday, and that 
an attachment be issued against the defaalting 
witnesses, Lx-Governor Watts, leading coun- 
sel for Vincent, resisted the motion, and de- 
clared it would be injustice to the prisoner, 
who was ready for trial,and relied mainly 
upon him to conduct the defense, and he could 
not be present on Monday. Daniel Crawford, 
the fatuer of Duncan Crawford, stated that his 
gon Was sericusly ill at Anniston, and notina 
condition to respond to the summons. This 
was corroborated, ard after further argument 


‘the judge contipned tbe case to the July term, 


greatly tothe disappointment of the crowd 
which expected sensational developments. 

Crawford was the confidential clerk to Vin- 
cent when the Jatter was treasurer. 


LABOR JOURNALS. 


Ali That Do Not Uphold Mr, Powderly to be 
‘ Boycotted, 

Pittssuna, Pa, April 25.—The Chronicle 
Tclegraph publishes a long article this after- 
vob, in which it is stated that war has been 
ceclared by the general officers of the Knights 
of Labor, upon all who are notin accord with 
the present adminisiration. To this end, it 
cays: 

A move, which partakes of the nature ofa boy- 
cott, has been declared by the Powderly adminis- 
iietion upon a large number of labor orgaus 
thrcugbout the country. The last issue of the 
Jouiral of United Labor gives official notification 
of this move against all labor pa- 
pers which have not been pronounced in favor 
of the present general officers. The Journal is 
recognized as ibe official organ of the Knights of 
Lator. Jts contents are only published fur the ben- 
ctit of members of the o.der, and are guarded as 
carefully from the outside world as even Powder- 
ly’s sec’et circulars 

A copy of the lest issue, however, was seen to- 
Cay. it prefaces a list ol twenty-two labor papers, 
“en uted in differept parts of the country, as fol- 

OWS: 

“This list of labor papers we take pleasure in rec- - 
commending. Wewill add to the list as occasion 
may warrant more.’’ 

Lie publication of this announcement is occa- 
sicuing intense indignation throughout the coun- 
try. Ofihe eight hundred labor journals through- 
cut the country, but twenty-two are recommended 
by the general oflicers of the Knights of Labor to 
members of the order. It Sis practically a 
boycoit on the others. It is said that these twenty- 
two papers have always favored Powderly’ admiu- 
istration. Itis being very generally commented 
upou thut labor agers ot Pittsburg are notin tie 
list indorsed by the administration. They are net 
on record es vielding entirely to Mr. Powderiy, 
though several, at least of them, are favorable to 
bim. The li*t is to be increased as each paper in- 
Cc oises the adininistration. 


A Disappoireted Labor Politician. 

New York, April 25.—John W. Franklin, 
whoran fox mayor once on the labor ticket, 
today summoned Joseph Dooley, H. Oscar Cole, 
Richard Matthews and Bartholomew Quinn, 
members of the Bricklayers’ union, to the po- 
lice court, charging them with conspiring to 
deprive him of work.and to prevent him from 
earning aliving.

NOT MUCH OF A SECRBT. 


The Treaty for the Pyptection of In- 
dustrial Property. 

Wasuincton, April 25.—The intelligence 
recently cabled from Berne that the United 
Siates bas 1atified the convention for the pro- 
tection of industrial property, is supposed to 
have reference to the Paris convention of 
March, 1883. It was rejected by the senate of 
the United States three years ago, but some ad- 
ditional articles having been agreed on the 
sevate on the second of last March ra'ified it. 
All documents in Washington regarding it bear 
the broad seal of the senate with the legend, 
“Confidential—don’t leave this where it can be 
ecen,” and, they are, therefore, not accessible to 
the public, but from the legations whose gov- 
ernments have ratified it and which make it no 
secret, itis learned that the convention re- 
ferred to bears no marks, billof lading and 
like commercial matters, and provides rales 
and penalties looking to their protection. The 
«iginal convention is, in fact,contaiaed in the 
British blue book of three years ago, and the 
whole matter is public property in ¢very coun- 
try but this.

AN ECCENTRIC MAN. . 


A CITIZEN OF DETROIT 'MAKEGS A 
STARTLING ANNOUNCEMENT, 


He Claims to be an Inventor and to Have Dissovsred 
the Secret of Longevity—Valuable Discoveries 
in Curing Animals of Diseases—He Re- 
fusesto Make Enown His Secret. 


Detroit, Mich., April 25.—Theodore Man 
ger is the name of a man who livesin a small 
cottage on Grand River avenue, this city, some 
distance beyond the toll gate. He is a tall, 
rather powerful-looking man, wearing a fall 
gray beard, trimmed sather close, usually 
dressed in gray cloth, and wears cowhide boots. 
Mr. Munger has been a resident of Detroit for 
ten years or more, but until recently has at- 
tracted no attention. He now comes forward 
with the claim of having been the inventor of 
the Westinghouse air brake, from whichinven 
tion hesays he never has realized a dollar. He 
claims that he invented this valuable improve: 
ment about cighteen years ago, at the time an 
atiempt was made to produce the result with 
steam on passenger car brakes. 

Being in poor health at the time he says he 
revealed his invention to those working at the 
steam brakes, who have since taken advantage 
of if to deprive bim of pecuniary and other 
benefits. Mr. Munger talks rationally about 
this invention and backs up his claim in the 
most circumstantial manner, yet very little 
belief in the correctness of his claim is mani- 
fested by those patent lawyers and others to 
whom he has submitted his data. It is possi 
ble that more attention would be paid it if 
there was the slightest chance of Munger re- 
alizing anything even if his claim be just. 

He is in poor circumstances and ill health, 
in spite of his powerful looking physique, and 
his neighbors say that dis mind been un- 
balanced through brooding over this matter. 
1t is, of course, likely that he is insane, io 
which event, however, due weight must still 
be given to the documentary evidence of his 
invention. Munger is certainly daft on some 
other questiovs. Heclaims to have made a 
new discovery of the true cause of the earth 
and other planets revolving upon their axes, 
which cause is altogether different from that 
generally believed in. He refases to make 
known this discovery except upon certain con- 
ditions, one of Which is that the various gov- 
ernments of the world will appoint a commis- 
sion to investigate his theory, and if found to 
be correct will sgree to pay him five cents per 
capita, 

“I have spent,” he says, “many years and 
much labor in establishing my theory, and I 
want the money to enable me to prosecute my 
investigations in other directions, many of 
which are retarded for lack of means.” 

Munger also claims to have made valuable 
discoveries as to curing animals of diseases, and 
also a method of improving the qualities and 
quantity of fruite, grains and vegetables. He 
claims to have discovered a remedy that will 
lengthen the ayerage life of man and beast, 
which will make old men feel and look young, 
which will change their gray haif to its origi- 
nal color, which will repair the whole system, 
the mind as well as body. 

In a general way he talks glib!y of thase al- 
leged remarkable discoveries, and plainly shows 
that he is mentaliy unsound, on these subjects 
at least. He is now engaged in soliciting sub- 
sgriptions to enable him to arrange and perfect 
his co-called system of longevity. 


TERRIBLE ACCIDENT. 


A Trainman’s Carelessness Oauses the 


Death of Five Men, 

SPOKANE FaLus, W. T., April 25.—It has 
just been learned that on Thursday afternoon, 
between three and four o’clock, a terrible ac- 
cident occurred on the Cascade division of the 
Northern Pacific railway, four miles beyond 
Chelum. A west bound train, push- 
ing a flat car loaded with laborers, was going 
around the curve leading toa trestle ata 
good rate of speed, when it ran 
into an engine which was running east, back- 
ing up. The flat car passed half way through 
the tender ofthe light engine and the other 
end crushed up against the pilot of the west- 
bound train, on which were two men. The 
unfortunate men were crushed toa pulp. The 
ligbtengine was knocked eight feet. Five men 
were killed outright, and one has since died. 
The injured number eighteen. All of the 
physicians of Ellensburg were immediately 
sent to the scene by a special train, and have 
been rendering all the service possible. 

The scene of the accident, as described by 
those present, beggars description. Blood is 
scattered in every cirection, and the neighbor- 
ing rocks bear evidence of a fearful carnage. 
The accident was the fault of one of the train’s 
crew neglecting to flag, as per orders. The 
cead and ivjured were brought to Chelum 
Thursday night. District Attorney Sawelly 
has gone to the scene of the accident to make 
# thorough examination. There is no coroner 
in the county, soa jury willbe impaneled by 
the nearest justice. This isthe first accident 
that bas happened on this division of the 
road. : 


FREIGHTS ADVANCING. 


Effect of the Interstate Law on the Ship- 


ment of Zinc. 


GALENA, IJ., April 25.—One effect of the 
interstate commerce bill has been to advance 
freight on zinc ores to LaSalle about $14 per 
ton. Itis claimed that this will puta check 
upon one of the most important industries in 
this section, as zinc cannot be profitably mined 
and shipped at that rate of freight. The out- 
put of zinc orein the counties of Lafayette 
and Granite, in southern Wis-onsin, has aver- 
aged heretofore twenty carloads per day. 


Oil Monopoly in Tennessee. 

CHATTANOOGA, April 25.—[Special.]—The 
oj] dealers tceday announced that they would 
not pay the outrageous revenue tax which was 
fixed at $1,000 by the last legislature. Tae 
bill,it was claimed, was “log rolled” through the 
legislature through the influences of the Stan- 
card Oil company. . H. Tilford, president 
of the company, telegraphed to the Daily 
Times that his company knew nothing of the 
bill, bat would fight itin court. This, how- 
ever, does not destroy the belief that some 
“monopoly” was behind the bill. At all events 
the Standard Oil company has discontinued 
agencies at all towns in the state and dealers 
will be compelled to order from them. The 
matter promises to develop into a big scandal.

C., April 25.—[Special ]—It 
was Officially announced this moraing that on 
Saturday evening Governor Richardson issaed 
a requisition directed to Governor Gordon, for 
the delivery to the agent of South Carolina, of 
Officers Stoneand McNally, charged with the 
kidnapping of Ba kwel!l. The papers were is 
sued Saturday evening, after consultation be- 
tween Governor Richardson and Attorney 
General Earle, but it was deemed proper to 
witbhoid the announcement till today. The 
sheriff of Aiken county was designated as the 
agent of South Carolina and the papers were 
forwarded to him Saturday night. He left 
Aiken yesterday, expecting to reach Atlanta 
today. The requisition is founded upon the ac- 
tion of the grand jury of Aiken county which 
today has formally indicted both Stone and 
MeNally. The feeling in that 
county ig very: strong in 
approval of the action of the grand jury and 
of Governor Richardson’s course. 

In fact, the governor has strongly commend- 
ed himself to the press and people by his dig- 
nified and deliberate course in the matter. 
The attorney general and the governor were 
in conference this afternoon touching the fa- 
ture action. if any, in the matter of Black- 
well’s detention in Atlanta. What conclusion 
was reached is not known, but no action is ex- 
pected fora few days, if, indeed, any action at 
allcan be teken.

WARTALK IN ANADARKO. 
Outbreak 


Suppression of an _ Incipient 
Among the Indians. 


Fort Worta, April 25.—Advices from Ana- 
darko indian agency, are to the effect! that 
there has been great excitement there owing 
to the action of the Kiowas. War talk began 
over a week ago, but Quanah Parker, chief of 
the Comanches, not only held his own tribe in 
check, but influenced the better 
element of the Kiowas. Bat few 
of this tribe would listen to him, 
and with their war talk began depredations on 
the cattle men. A band of them over 
the cattle country, visiting residences and 
greatly frightened the women and children. 
They made such demonstrations throughout 
the territories as to terrorize the children. 
The military were notified, and Captain Hall 
determined to withhold beef rations from the 
Kiowas that had caused trouble, but when Fri- 
day camé, more of the leaders came ina, and it 
was then determined to arrest them. 
This becoming known, the Kiowas 
became alarmed, and leaving their 
t: aps, wagons, etc., took their women and chil- 
d:en and all their ponies to astronghold on the 
Rainy mountains, about forty miles from Ana- 
darko. Troops were at once sent in pursuit, 
and went into camp on the Wichita, eight miles 
from the Indian position. They advanced to 
the base of the mountain on the following 
night. After three days parley the Indians 
agreed to give up the offending Indians to the 
soldiers located near the fort, wherethey could 
be watched. The troops returned to Anadarko 
with the prisoners. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., April 25.—A corre- 
spondent hes just returned from Winnebago 
and Crow Creek reservations, accompanied by 
Sheriff Harris. The greatest excitement ex- 
ists, The Indians, covered with war paint and 
armed with winchestors, were met on the road 
mounted and following the troops. A com- 


pany ofthe latter, reinforced by a mob of In-- 


dians, this morning ane to carry out the 
instructions, Sheriff Harris says there are over 
3CO a tual farmers still residing on these 
lands. Many have plowed over fifty acres and 
putin seed, all of which will be destroyed. 
The number of settlers that came under Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s ousting proclamation was 
eight hundred, Half Breed Gillam, a scout, 
fears trouble with the Sioux, and reports them 
quietly leaving the Big Sioux reservation. 
Sheriff Harris returns tonight and wiil guard 
his property. 


DEFENDED HER VIRTUE. 


Terrible Murder of a Working Girl at 
Cleveland, Ohio.

In the hasty investigation this morning the 
police were unable to find any marks of vio- 
lence that would have caused death. The 
girl's nose had been bleeding and there was a 
slight scratch on her face and the first theory 
was that she had been assaulted by a man and 
hed died frem fright. 

The post mortem held today, however, dem- 
onstrated that death was ca by strangula- 
tion, and that an attempt had been made to 
violate Ler person. It is now believed that 
the girl was choked to death while defending 
her virtue. There is not the slightest clue to 
the perpetrator of the outrage and murder,

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MR, GOSCHEN’S ESTIMATES DIS- 
CUSSED IN COMMONS, 


Mr. Gleéstone and Lord Randolph Churchill Show 
the Week Points in the Proposed Estimates — 
Reduction of the Income Tax-Mr. Go- 
echen’s Reply-— Other Foreign, Btc. 


Lonpon, April 25.—In the house of com: 
mons today, in committee on the budget, Mr. 
Gladstone contended that the main proposals 
of the budget were at variance with sound 
financial principles. Instead of being the hum- 
drum budget, which Mr. Goschen promised, it 
was oneto be remembered in the future for 
good or for evil. If there was anything good 
in it, the unionists would have the credit, and 
upon them would rest the responsibility for 
whatever was objectionable. Among the pro- 
posals of the budget was one to charge stamp 
duties, which would facilitate business upon 
local loans. He would meantime give no 
unfavorable opinion except to say that the con- 
current creation of new stock would be a great 
disadvantage. Regarding the tobacco dutied, 
it was easier to reduce the duty than to get rid 
of it. The manufacturer of tobacco would 
certainly be benefited, but the reduction would 
never reach the consumer. RK garding the in- 
come tax, a reduction of a penny a pound 
would doubtlees be a peculiar boon. At the 
same time the proposal was against sound 
financial principles, because such reduction 
should arise from a rigid system of public 
economy, not at the expense of the sinking 
fund, The house had been asked to redace the 
fund from £7,000,000 to £5,000,000. Serious 
reflection could not warrant the proceeding so 
opposed to traditions, so contrary to the 
interests of the British nation. It was the 
first time that a proposal of this nature had 
been made in the history of the country, and 
it was made when the country was becoming 
richer than ever before. He believed that the 
country was adding about £100,000,000 yearly 
te its savings, yet they were asked to shrink 
from the very moderate effort that had hithor- 
to been made to provide a sinking fund in pur- 
suance of a wise, broad policy that was sup- 
ported by all financial authority. He hoped 
Mr. Goschen would not reply at once, but give 
the house a chance of hearing his impartial 
judgment upon the matter apart from political 
or party issues, [Cheers.] 

Mr. Goschen said he would reply later if Mr, 
Gladstone were —— 

Lord Randolph Churchill praisel the 
“weighty remarks” of Mr. Gladstone. Spoak- 
ing asa true friend of the government, he 
must condemn the policy of making grants in 
aid of local taxation. Did Mr. Goschen think 
that these grants were compatible with nat- 
ional economy? Regarding the appropriation 
of the sinking fand hecould add nothing to 
what had been said by Mr. Gladstone, in whose

made by : in 1885, 
in support of Mr. Gladstone’s financial policy. 
He declared that Mr. Goschen’s budget had 
quashed all his hopes of public economy. A 
judicious budget would have reduced military 
expenditures without impairiag the efficiency 
of the army. He trusted that Mr. Goschen 
would assent toa reconsideration of his pro- 
posals, amending them on the basis of wiser 
finance, 

Mr. Gogchen said he felt that the on- 
slaughts made upon him by the great veteran 
of financial orthodoxy and the latest brilliant 
recruit of the financial corps required a prompt 
reply. First, as to local loans, he promised to 
consider the objections to issuing of new stock 
for leans. With reference tothe tobacco du- 
ties, he defended the reduction of duty on the 
ground that the increase had not answered ex- 
pectation, having checked consumption while 
it failed to bring anticipated revenue. He was 
confident thatinafew yearsths loss arising 
from thecurrent year’s reduction would be 
recovered. Mr. Gladstone had attiackel the 
proposals to reduce the income tax and sus- 
pend a portion of the sinking fund as against 
recognized principles of finance. He (Goschen) 
could see no force in this general charge. In 
taking a penny off the income tax the govern- 
ment would benefit the class upon whom there 
was such pecuniary pressure. Headhered to 
all bis former views as to the desirability of 
reducing the national debt, but he contended 
that his present proposals to relieve the tax 
payers and maintain the strength of the army 
and navy were more real economies than those 
suggested by his opponents. 

Mr. Cremer, a radical, asked Mr. Goschen if 
he knew that the reduction of duty on tobacco 
would throw out of employment several thou- 
sand men engaged in the tobacco trade in Lon- 
ad .

Where an arbitration and award was had 
to settle the title to certain mill property and 
to permit its sale, in a subsequent suit, 
brovght by certain wards against their guar- 
dian, claiming that a gift ofa portion of the in- 
come of the property had been made to them, 
and sceking to recover such partof the in- 
come as went into the hands of their guardian, 
the award was not admissible in evidence 
against them.* 

3. If it were error to permit counsel, in his 
argument to the jury, to» read and com nent 
upon certain portions of the decision rendered 
by this court when the case wasffermerly be- 
fore it, the failure to object thereto or to in- 
voke any ruling of the court to check or con- 
trol it, would operate asa waiver of any exc2p- 
tion tojthis mode of argument. 

4. The charges of the court set outinthe 
eleventh, twelfth, thirteenth, fourteenth and 
fifteenth grounds of the motion for a new trial 
were in strict accord with the decision of this 
court when the case was formerly before it, 
and the finding of the jury under each of them 
was sustained by the evidence. 

5. Wherea billdid not set up title to cer- 
tain mill property, but claimed a portion of the 
dividends arising therefrom, which the defend- 
ant received as the guardian of the complain. 
ants, there was noerror in refasing to charge 
that, ifthe jury believed from the evidence 
that the defendant gavethe property to his 
children and grandchildren, and that they were 
entitled to the dividends therefrom by raa3zon 
of the fact that the title to said property vast- 
ed in them under said gift, than said dividends 
were a part of the increase and not the corpas 
of his wards’ estate, and it was not necessary 
for defendant to getan order ofthe court to 
allow him to expend the same for the support 
and education of his wards. 

(a.) This charge was also properly refased 
because the guardian had no right to appro- 
priate the whole of the income to the muin- 
tenance and education of his wards, especially 
as he‘had madefno returns to the ordinary, 
showing the amount of such expenditures and 
the receipts therefer, and had not received the 
ordinary’s sanction to this disposition either 
before or after it was made, no account of ths 
expenditures being kept, and the amount 
claimed as a credit on that account being a 
mere guess. 

(b.) Where it appeared that the owner of cor- 
tain mill property bad placed it in the hands 
of two of his sons for the purpose of managing 
it, receiving the income and proceeds theraof 
and paying them over to the donor’s children 
and grandchildren; that such agents or 
trustees kept accounts of their transactions, 
and the money was disbursed by them to 
all of his children who were in life and to the 
children of such of his sonsas were dead. ex- 
cept to the complainants, who were the chil- 
dren of a deceased son, and that the amoant 
coming to them was paid into his hands as 
their guardian: this was sufficient to show a 
complete gift; and there was no error in charg- 
ing that, if the defendant placed his two sons 
in charge of the mill property as the agents of 
his children and grandchildren, intending and 
directing that they should share equally in the 
income and dividends produced, the compain- 
ants would be entitled to recover their share of 
such dividends, if any, which may have been 
delivered tothe defendant for them. Code, 
772657, 2758, 2660. 

(c.) A donatio inter vivos, as distinguished 
from a donatio mortis causa, does not require 
actual delivery, and it is sufficient to complete 
a gift inter vivos that the conduct of the par- 
ties should show that the ownership of the 
chattels has been changed. 7 Exch., 533; 16 M. 
& W., 862;6 L. R (Eq ,) 275; 34 Beav., 623; 18 
Ves, 140, 145; 1 Kee., 551; 1 W. & T, Lea. Cas, 
marg. pp. 260-262, 

6, When this case was before this court at a 
former term, on the same evidence as now ap- 
pears in the record in respect to the discharge 
of the guardian as to one of his wards, it was 
held that mattersshort of actual fraud existed, 
which were sufficient to set aside the discharge; 
and there was no error, on another trial, in 
charging that such complainant claims that the 
discharge was procured by fraud on the part of 
the defendant, and is therefore an ivalid jndg- 
ment and no bar to her right of recovery in 
this case; that the fraud relied on to set aside 
said dis charge is legal and not moral fraud; 
and that legal fraud does not impeach the hon- 
esty of the defendant, and may be proved by 
acts consistent with an intention on his part to 
do right. 

7. Where a witness was examined on behalf 
of the complainants and cross-examined by 
the defendant’s counsel on the trial, there was 
no error in refusing to grant a new trial on the 
ground that it had since been discovered that 
such witness would testify to sayings of the 
respondent repudiating the gifts in issue on 
the tria!. made after he had parted with pos- 
session of the property; especially where no 
diligence was shownin procuring this testi- 
mony, its admissibility was doubtful, and at 
best it was merely cumulative, 

Judgment affirmed.

Mr. Jones was advised to re- 
turn to Macon at onceand have the matter 
properly arranged and then apply at the ex-- 
ecutive office for his requisition. He tele- 
graphed Colonel Lanier to meet him at the 
t:ain, and boarding the train returned to Macon, 
where he arrived at 5:40 p.m. Mr. James An- 
derson met bim and inquired as to what was 
lacking, which Mr. Jones briefly explained. 
Taking his carriage, he sought the city clerk, 
who be was informed was out of the city. He 
then found Lieutenant Wood and Chief Wiley, 
and went in search of the mayor, whom he 
failed to find. He visited Superior Court 
Clerk Adams, who said he had no jurisdiction.

Messrs. Dave Hill and J. L. Harris proposed to 
sprinkle the streets if the city furnish the wa- 
ter, depending on private subscription for com- 
pentation. The committee reported in favor of 
purchasing four double team sprinkling carts 
and water the streetsatthe expense ofthe city, 
provided the water company furnish water at 
ten cents per thousand gailons. # Mayor 
Price favor:d the consideration of 
the proposition of Hill & Harris. 
A later report was handedin by Dr. Ingalls, 
from Mr, Wade, offering to give a bond for the 
faithful performanceof the work and tosprinkle 
the streets at his entire expense, furnishing 
everything for $325 per month. A motion wés 
then made to refer the matterto the water 
supply committee, and allow it to contract for 
the srprin ling of the%-treets within the fire 
limits, and the mayor be added to the commit- 
tee, with power to sign such contracts. This 
motion prevailed. 

The returns were then handed in for the 
market house election. They were received 
and ordered spread upon the minutes. Alder. 
man Prondfit then moved that the commission 
appointed by the council to put into effect the 
provisions of the bill be instructed to assume 
their duties. Carried.

Whet the Preschers Did on Surndsy- Dr, Tucker De- 
liver. a Notabie Sermon-—TCfhe Busisess of the 
Concluding Session- Dr, Hawthorne Are 
rives in the City and Takes Part. 


ALBANY, Ga., April 25.—[Special.]—The 
six'y-sixth annual session of the Georgia Bap- 
tist convention is now numbered among the 
things that were.

Suggested by the Day. 

Everywhere throughont the south this 
great day will be observed with the solem- 
nity suited to its sad but glorious memories. 

A day thus set apart by common consent, 
‘and enshrined in the hearts of a brave peo- 
ple, should not be rudely disturbed by fickle 
fancies or varying moods. In another col- 
umn an esteemed correspondent enters his 
protest against the proposed substitution of 
the federal decoration day for our memorial 
day. The points made by him will be over- 
whelmingly indorsed. They are unanswer- 
able. 

Apart from the fact that the confederate 
memorial day has a peculiar significance of 
its own, its origin is something worthy of 
being remembered with patriotic pride. We 
owe the day toa noble southern woman’s 
devotion to the lost cause and its heroic dead. 
Mrs. Mary Ann Williams, the wife of General 
Charles J. Williams, of Columbus, selected 
the 26th of April, and her labor of love was 
finally rewarded by the general adoption and 
observance of the day all over the south. 
For two decades we have paid our tribute of 
tears and sunshine and April flowers on this 
day, and the suggestion of a change comes 
with little to recommend it. 

The southern people have given too many 
proofs of their devotion to a reunited coun- 
try to make it necessary for them to change 
a single custom, or give up one tradition, or 
take one step aside from their chosen line of 
march. There can be no ignoble prejudice, 
no bitter memory, no disloyal suggestion in 
the fact that we regard our memorial day as 
a day by itself, and decoration day as quite 
another thing.

Mr. Cleveland’s Second Term. 

According to the Washington news- 
dispatches, the president denies that he has 
announced his intention not to be a candi- 
date for asecond term. Weare very glad 
that the denial has been made, for the state- 
ment attributed to Mr. Cieveland is neither 
characteristic nor probable. Nevertheless, 
we believe the statement could be made with 
perfect truth, for, as we have said hereto- 
fore, the president is not a candidate for re- 
nomination. He is simply doing his duty 
not only by the democratic party, bat by 
the people of the whole country, and is 
allowing events to take care of themselves. 

We learn that Senator Vest, of Missouri, 
considers himself responsible for the state- 
ment that has recently been so widely tele- 
graphed over the country, but he denies 
with some bitterness that any word he may 
have uttered could be construed as the news- 
paper correspondents have construed it. 
According to Senator Vest, all that he did 
was todeny that the president was working 
for arenomination, This charge was made 
in a group of which Mr. Vest was a member, 
and he took occasion to deny it with some 
vehemence; and from this denial has grown 
the statement recently telegraphed to St. 
Louis and thence to all the newspapers. 

This whole business, if we may be permit- 
ted to say so, is much ado about nothing. 
Senator Vest told the simple truth—a truth 
that must be plain to every observer of 
events—when he declared that the president 
was not working for a renomination. The 
controversy that gave rise to his declaration 
grew out ofa charge that the president had 
been appointing negroes to office for the pur- 
pose of dividing the negro vote. Ouarown 
opinion is that Mr. Cleveland has appointed 
negroes to office, not because he is trying to 
secure the negro vote—which woald amount 
to nothing, but because he believes that the 
republican policy of ignoring the blacks 
should be changed. He is doing what he 
conceives to be best, and he has taken o¢ca- 
sion to run counter to what has been inter- 
preted as public opinion. 

Bat, in the main, he has been building 
wisely. Public opinion, both at the south 
and the north, wants justice done to the 
negro race. Pablic opinion demands an 
honest and an eflicient administration of 
affairs. Technically, civil service reform is 
a fraud, but the people want genuine civil 
service reform, and this the president has 
tried to give us. 

He is honest, he is conscientious, he is 
superior to the politicians; he is superior 
even to the clamor of the newspapers. We 
have never had a more popular president. 
We have never had a president whose con- 
duct was more strongly indorsed by the 
common gense of the country. Mr. Cleve- 
land may not desire to be president for a 
second term, but he cannot escape his des- 
tiny. It is his destiny to serve his country, 
and he will not refase to be a candidate 
when he is nominated by acclamation. 


A Good Example. 

Last Friday Pennsylvania set a good ex- 
ample to the other states of the union, 

It was Pennsylvania’s ‘‘Arbor Day,’’ and 
the manner of its observance was highly 
creditable to the patriotism and good sense 
of the people of that state. They turned out 
in every city, town, and settlement to 
plant trees. They had prepared for the 
event with commendable forethought. Good 
specimens of trees, suited to the soil and cli- 
mate of the various localities, had been pro- 
cured and the ground fitly prepared for their 
reception. In many places the day was a 
sort of jubilee. While the people were do- 
ing a great deal of work they were having a 
good, jolly time of it. School children were, 
enlistedin the tree-planting army and per- 
formed the service with great enthusiasm. 
“‘Arbor Day”’ was a great success in Penn- 
sylvania. A pleasant holiday was so spent 
as to enrich the centres of population with 
several hundred thousand new trees. 

The importance of this work is becoming 
apparent to the people in every part of the 
country. Soon every state will have its 
‘“‘Arbor Day,’’ and the people will quickly 
realize the value of such an institution. 

The formation of the Southern Forestry 
congress has organized this movement in the 
south, and when the appointed ‘‘Arbor Day”’ 
for these states comes next fall there will be 
few localities where especial interest is not 
displayed in the work of tree planting. 

Everybody in Atlanta has noticed how 
beautiful the city is thisspring. There 
have been many handsome buildings erected 
during the past winter, but what makes At- 
lanta so atiractive just now is the beauty of 
the young trees which have grown rapidly 
within the past few years until they now 
grace and shade nearly allour streets. But 
Atlanta has not trees enough, by half. We 


want more of them in the parks and more 


along ee and avenues. A few 
bare of aiade, ts streets, as they were 
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opened and extended, were set out in choice 
trees and now the city is a leafy . 
Its magnificent public buildings, its private 
palaces, and its perfect pavements are not so 
much admired as its luxuriant groves, its 
blooming parks, and its deep shaded ave- 
nues, It is estimated that there are now 
over three hundred thousand trees in Wash- 
ington, most of them unusually large for a 
city. The healthfulness ofa city is involv- 
ed as directly as its beauty in the tree prob- 
lem. There is no easier or cheaper way to

A Grim Traveler. 

Yesterday’s issue of THE CONSTITUTION 
contained a brief dispatch from Nogales, Ari- 
zona, which was more significant and start- 
ling than the sum total of all the other news 
items in the paper. 

In the space of four or five lines this Nog- 
ales telegram stated that cholera was raging 
at Mazatlan and Guaymas, Mexico, and that 
the people were running from the scourge. 

For about a year the Asiatic cholera has 
been devastating South America. It has 
been steadily advancing northward, but the 
natural supposition was that it would strike. 
Central America before it made its appear- 
ance in Mexico. It is possible that the 
pestilence has followed this line without 
skipping, and that the Central American 
authorities have suppressed the fact. This, 
however, is a matter of small importance. 
The point that interests us is the appearance 
of the plague at our back door, as it were. 

It would be¥lly to hold out the hope 
that this unwelcome visitor will stop where 
it is, or double on its track or whisk off into 
the Pacific. It will continue to march 
northward, and if unopposed it will ravage 
the United States, as it has done more than 
once. 

And yet, ina reasonable way, there isa 
strong probability that we may be spared 
the worst. We are better prepared to guard 
our frontier than ever before. Our sanitary 
authorities are better organized, and the 
ways and means of stamping out disease and 
preventing its spread are superior to the 
methods resorted to in the past. 

We have every incentive to be vigilant 
and prompt. In the present generation, a 
light touch of the cholera almost wiped out 
some of the growing towns in the southwest, 
and it was a dozen years before they recov- 
ered. Wemust not risk such a rough ex- 
perience again, We must keep the Asiatic 
terror on theother side of the border if 
cleanliness, quarantine and even martial 
law all have to be called toouraid, <A 
great deal can be done when we feel tha’ it 
must be done. 


Our Mexican Trade. 

The Jarge*’and growing trade of Mexico 
ought to be controlled by the United States. 
Commercial intercourse between the two 
countries has been hitherto hindered by a 
Mexican tariff which practically excluded 
those articles which the United States could 
best have supplied. There was no benefit 
to Mexico from this tariff. It did not pro- 
tect any considerable home industries, and 
it was Jaid principally upon articles which 
are not now produced in Mexico, As no 
effort was made to supply the home market 
with home manufactures, these taxes bore 
very heavily on the Mexican consumer. 

A new Mexican tariff schedule has been 
arranged to. go into effect on the firat of 
July. In the opinion of those who are most 
familiar with the condition and needs ef 
Mexico, the new tariff will give a decided 
impetus to our trade with that country. 

The Mexican reciprocity treaty now pend- 
ing has for its object the establishment of 
closer and more extensive commercial rela- 
tions between the United States and Mex- 
ico. It has been ratified by the senate, but 
the house has never passed the legislation 
necessary to its enforcement, There will 
not be so great a demand for this treaty now 
that Mexico has so revised her tariff as to 
accomplish, at least in part, the ends aimed 
atin the treaty. Many ofthe principal ar- 
ticles which cur merchants and manafactur- 
ers would have exported to Mexico if the 
treaty had been-ratified, will be found on 
the Mexican free list after the first of July. 
So far as it goes, the new Mexican tariff is 
better for us than a reciprocity treaty would 
be. It grants us some very valuable privi- 
leges and exacts in return no concessions on 
our part.

THE CHESTNUT OF THE TUILERIES. 


A Famous Tree Which Hung OutIts Colors 
When Its King Came Home. 
From the Boston Post. 

There is a curious story abont a chestnut tree 
in the garden of the Tuileries. Itis known asthe 
‘Chestnut of 20th of March,’’ and the peculiarity 
about it is that it always puts out its foliage before 
any other tree inthe garden. This year, however, 
it has violated its traditions; its leaves did no ap- 
pear until after many of its neighbers had begua 
to show their foliage, and it is this fact which re- 
calls the following story: One day when Louis 
XVIII was talking with one of his courtiers, 
Count Limoleon, about the weather, the latter im- 
prudently alluded to the famous chestnut tree. 
‘‘What is the ehestnut tree on the 20th of March?’’ 
inquired the king. ‘I hear some one speak of it 
every year.’’ The count saw that he had made a 
bad mistake, but tried to repairit. ‘‘Sire’’ he re- 
plied ‘every ove avoids speaking to your majesty 
of this chestnut tree, because it is a souvenirof one 
the most unhappy episodes of your reign.’’§‘‘ What 
isthat?’ asked ths king. ‘The 20th of March is 
the date on which the usurper Bonaparte, after his 
escape from the Isles of Elba, arrived in Paris and 
took up his residence in the palace of the Tuile- 
ries,” ‘‘Well, I know that,’’ replied the king; “but 
what bas it to do with the chestnut tree?’ 
“The followers of Bonaparte observed that 
on that day there was one tree in the garden 
which was covered with leaves, while the 
others had none at all, and the mob from Paris 
came to see the tree which it was said put forth its 
leavesin honor of the usurper.” ‘‘Well,’’ saidithe 
king, “this merely proves that trees are like men 
in some respects; they do not all have the same 
opinions. And did you say that since my second 
restoration this particular tree had continued to 
have leaves on the 20th of March?’’ ‘Yes, sire, it 
is true.’’ The reply seemed to annoy the king, 
and, although he said nothing about it, the 
courtiers decided it would be best to cut down the 
Bonapartist tree and substitute one that was more 
proper and loyal in its habits. But what happens? 
The year passed, and as the king did not say any- 
thing more about the tree it was believed by the 
courtiers that he had forgotten all about it. They 
were very much astonished, therefore, when on 
the 20th of March, 18°74, the king, who never went 
to the garden of the Tuileries, expressed a wish to 
see the famous chestnut __—itree. Their 
amazement was extreme, however, when they ar- 
rived at the garden and found the tree in full 
bloom, with even more leaves arfd flowers than 
before. Their mortification may be imagined. 
The king, however, reassured them by remarking, 
after he had taken a good look at the tree: 

‘Well, let it remain and represent the Bona- 
partist opinionsif it will. So long as this is the 
only thing which conspires against us the Bourbons 
have little to fear.’’ 

The tree is stillin the garden of the Tuileries, but 
it is not the one which blvuomed on the of 
March, 1815, when the emperor returned to Paris.

a GARDEN OF PANSIES. 


Hints for the Cultivation of One of the Most 
Beautiful of Flowers, 
From Vick’s Magazine. 

I have had in the heat of summer, where the sun 
lay till late in the afternoon, pansies an inch and 
three-quarters across, from seed two years old from 
the florist, and a ten-cent packet in the beginning. 
I use a mixture of cow manure, partly rotted forest 
leaves and wood ashes. Three quaris of ashes to a 
bushel of manure is enough, but two-thirds of the 
soil of the bed of the manure and leaves is not too 
much for pansies. It makes no difference whether 
the manure is fresh or rotted, that I can see, but it 
is best to have it buried with a couple of inches of 
rich soil over it, in which to set the seedlings. 

A mulch of grass or leaves round the plants will 
keep the ground from drying, but ifit is not rainy 
they should be watered every night. I think it is 
best to plant the seeds in a large box filled with the 
mixture mentioned, and in the same proportion; as 
the seedlings are rather slow in growth they can be 
cared for easier in this way when small. 

Young plants beginning to bloom, covered with 
evergreen boughs during the winter, bloom best 
inspring and early summer for me. And seeds 
planted as early as possible in the spring do best 
for late summer and fall. Pinching out the heart 
of the plants when small will make them branch 
more 1 ty 6 

Durin e summer the size of the flowers can be 
kept u’ by watering two or three timesa week wit 
water in which cow manure has been soaked till 
the color of strong coffee. You can hardly give 
them too much ofit, Ifit gets on the leaves, rinse 
them with clean water. Pick off the faded blos- 
soms. If you want seed tie a rag around the larg- 
est, finest blossoms, and leave but one seed-pod on 
a plant till ripe. 


Kossuth in His O14 Age.

“No, sir, for the simple reason that one star ig in 
Andromeda and the oitherin Cassiopeia. No one 
who is not gifted with an extraordinary imaging. 
tion can even conceive of a star traversing the dis. 
tance between these two positions in anything likg 
300 years.”’ 

WHERE THE STAR NOW Is, 

“What is its exact posstion in the heavens now? 

“Between now and May 5 its exact position can 
be seen close to the north pole at halfpast teg 
o’clock at night. Probably many telescupes are 
turned toward that point from time to time.” 

‘The star of Bethlehem or the Pilgrim, as it ig 
also called,’’said the editor of a scientific journal of 
this city, ‘‘may appear at any moment. It wasdue 
in 1880, and ought certainly to be here now—that 
is, assuming that it shows itself every 309 years, I 
believe it has been traced back as far as 320, and 
there is certainly no reason why it should forget to 
pay usa visit thistime. One crn never tell, howe 
ever, what a variable star will do. Its appearances 
would create world-wide interest, because it woul€ 
strengthen the popular belief that it is the very 
fame star that guided the wire men from the eag 
to Jerusalem. School chi'dren, as well as astronde 
mers, would be interested in such a case,” 

Several other competent persons were interview. 
ed on the subject, and the consensus of opinion 
seemed to be that the star would appear in a short 
time and astonish the world with its old time 
brilliancy. One thing is certdin, that forsome 
time to come all who own telescopes will tarn 
them pretty frequently toward that point of the 
heavens in which B, Cassiopeia has lain dormant 
for three centuries.

THE CHICAGO MARKET, 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce, 
Special to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, April 25.—The wheat market was 
active and stronger today. There appeared to ve 
more general buying by outsiders, the bull clique 
apparentiy not aiding the advance, and at times 
they threw considerable wheat on the market, de- 
spite which the market remained moderately 
strong throughout.

His Funeral to Occur Today at Ten O’Clock 
---A Sketch of His Life. 


The funeral of Major J. M. Patton will occur 
at the Central Presbyterian church at ten 
o’clock today. 

The announcement made yesterday that Ma- 
_ Paiton had died on Sunday was received 

y his many friends with expressions of the 
deepest regret. 

He was born in Asheville, N. C., February 8, 
1818, and at the time of his death was nearly 
seventy years old. He was one of the best of 
men, and his long life was remarkable for its 

urity. His father moved from North Caro- 
ina to Georgia and apart of Major Patton’s 
boyhood was spent at Cassstation. He studied 
for the bar, was admitted and aftér practicing a 
short time was in 1848 appointed secretary to 
Governor Towns. His brother, who had occu- 

ied that position, had died while in oftice, and 

fejor Patton was appointed his successor. He 
went to Milledgeville and served until April, 
1851, Governor Towns having been re-elected 
in 1849. In 1851 #£ William Town- 
sley, who was state treasurer, re- 


-~gigned and Major Patton was appointed to the 


Vacancy, serving as state treasurer until the 
legislature convened a few months afterward. 
He was not a candidate before that body. The 
next year he was appointed superintendent of 
the United States mint at Dahlo.ega,a position 
which he held until the secession of Georgia. 
He lived in Atlanta from the opening of the 
war tothe time of his death. He connected 
himself with the Presbyterian church at the 
sge of foturfeen, and in 1861 was elected elder 


' of the Cetttral Presbyterian church of Atlanta, 


under the pastoral care of Rev. J. L. Rodgers. 
He faithfully, efficiently and conscientiously 
filled the place for twenty-six years. He was 
always in the work of the church in more than 
one capacity, as clerk of its session and an earn- 
est teacher in its Sabbath school, always in his 
place, having an abiding faith in the promisas 
of his master. He wasa manof ability, and 
on occasion could makean excellent speech, 
and had a remarkable facility in the composi- 
tion of difficult papers relating to the work of 
the session. His integrity and Christian con- 
sistency were observed by all, and he enjoyed 
fuliy the confidence of all who knew him.
